MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 7.—Doubt has 
taken the place of confidence, The opening 
of the Republican National Convention to 
day finds the Presidential contest still a 
problem to be solved, a political battle yet to 
be foughtand won. The leadersof the two 
great factions have exhausted every resource 
_ of strategy and diplomacy, but all the toll 
and vigilance iu the conferences of sleepless 
nights have been unable to bring either 
candidate within fifty votes of the haven of 
his hopes.

Some predict that both parties 
will find it expedient to postpone the decisive 
contest until Friday. 

The victory of the Blaine forces inthe Na- 
tional Committee last evening in the selec- 
tion of J. Sloat Fassett for temporary chair- 
man ofthe convention has added consider- 
bly tothe confidence of their leaders, but 
the Harrison people dic not display the 
slightest anxiety this morning of jthe ulti- 
mate result, whatever might be their secret 
fears. 

The cry which went up late last night that 
improper means were being used to gain 
Blaine converts from among the colored del- 
egates of the South was repeated this morn- 
ing by many of the Harrison delegates, but it 
was noticeable that the leaders of the Presi- 
dent’s forces were discreetly silent in regard 
to the subject. Indeed, a favorable phase of 
the situation this morning was that the man- 
agers of the candidates were counscling 
harmony and good feeling and apparently 
doing all they could to allay the bitterness 
that the past few days had engendered. 

This sudden Gemand for harmony was evi- 
Gently the result of the fear that these fac- 
«tional quarrels were becoming so bitter that 
a compromise candidate must be demanded 
in order to keep the party from defeat. 

Bach faction now feels that the success of 
its candidate possibly depend upon main. 
taining harmony, or at least in suppressing 
all public manifestations of bitterness and 
bad feeling. 

Just before the convention was called to 
order a cloud appeared in the political sky to 
mar the atmosphere of serenity. The suc 
cess of the Blaine men in the National Com- 
“mittee last nightinthe selection of Fassett 
for Temporary Chairman had been so gener- 
ally commented upon as a forerunner of 
Blaine’s victory in the convention that the 
Administration men began to consider 
whether the hopes of their candidate might 
not be seriously imperiled by allowing 
Fassett to be selected without a contest. 
Senator Cuilom of Illinois, who is the repre- 
sentative of that State in the committee and 
who had last night moved tomake Fassett’s 
selection unanimous, explicitly stated this 
morning that he did not desire to be drawn 
into any contest in the convention, so that 
it became necessary forthe Harrison mana- 
gers to look around for another candidate if 
Fassett’s selection was contested. 

Gen. Horace Porterof New York was the 
pame most discussed, andit séems likely 
that if the Administration people made the 
fight the convention would findthe Empire 
State furnishing both of the candidates of 
the rivai factions. Rumor that the Harrison

THE CONVENTION IN SESSION¢. 


AN ILL-OMENED OPENIXG OF UHE GREAT NA» 

TIONAL GATHERING. » 
“CONVENTION Hatt, June 7.—An ugly, 
threatening day, delegates in thorough fight- 
ing mood, many of them very ill-natured, 
almost tothe point of savagery. That is the 
opening of the Republican National Conven- 
tion tonominate a candidate for the presi- 
dency of the United States. 

The Mississippi in huge murky yellow flood, 
plunging sullenly over the falls within sight 
of the main entrance of the convention hall, 
Sweeping all kinds of wreckage to more 
complete destruction was the gloomy sug- 
gestive spectacle that had presented itself 
asthe hurrying bands poured into the build- 
ing. Probably never before in the history of 
American political conventions had s0 many 
thousand seemed to feel anopening prayer 
of record breaking power had been more 
urgently needed than when soon 
after 12 o’clock this afternoon the 
words to the Almighty that marked the 
Opening Of the proceedings were heard by 
the listening thousands who all morning had 
silently or otherwise been cursing the rain 
andthe mud andthe situation as to presi- 
dential candidates. Before the prayer there 
had been only 1,000; nobody seemed 
inclined to look at, with even half pleased

CALLED TO ORDER, 

It was just 12:30 when Chairman Clarkson 
of the National Committee strack the table a 
light tap with the gavel. It was not enough 
to restore order Dut it caused many delegates 
tosit down and-to close conversation. A 
moment later Mr. Clarkson brought down the 
gavel again twice sharply, and the 
Convention and galleries came to order 
quickly, and there was not a delegate stand- 
ing when Mr. Clarkson announced that the 
session would be opened with prayer by the 
Rev. Dr. Brush, Chancellor of the University 
of South Dakota. A moment later the whole 
convention stood as Dr. Brush, a venerable- 
looking man with sparsely covered head and 
long white beard, began to deliver the invo- 
cation. He prayed for harmony, and that 
the platform and the other issues mjght be 
subordinate to ‘*‘Thy great will.’’

It will not 
make a mistake here. .Alloverthis broad land the 
bonfires are set to be lighted, and the flags are ready 
to be unfurled, and the Republicans at home are 
waiting to shout in approval of your choice. 

The history of our party simece 1856 is the history 
of our country. There is mot a single page but 
shines brighter for some act#rsome word of some 
great Republican. Count, moreover, our chosen men 
whom we are teaching our children to love, emulate 
and reverence, and you shall name Republicans. 
Lincoln, Sherman, Garfield, Grant, Logan, Harrison 
and Blaine, these are a few of eur jewels. 

These men were great through their beliéf and 
advocacy of the ennobling end inspiring doctrines 
of the Republican faith.

lation and diplomacy in millions upon millions of in- 
creased purchasers, and Lord Salisbury has been 
driven to the significant confession that even in 
England free trade has proven disappointing. 

Rivers and harbors have been opened to com- 
merce; the white hulls of our pew navy are plowing 
the waters of every sea; peace has been maintained 
at home akd respect secured abroad, and so the list 
might be extended and expanded, while our pa- 
tience might endure to listen. And our political ad- 
versaries, though perpetually opposing every meas- 
ure of our new republican policy, are compelled to 
give testimony to the wisdom of our course, and that 
we have been right and that they have been wrong. 

They have about exhausted in the Fifty-first Con- 
gress one year of Congressional life in vain attacks 
upon three items in a tariff bill made up of three 
hundred items.

The eagle 
surrounded chair of the presiding officer was 
left until almost the last moment to be placed 
In position, and the task of fixing it exactly 
right upon the magnificent rug, twenty feet 
square, was watched by most of those In 
the hall, while others scanned the seating ar- 
rangements and details that everyone wished 
to remember, but which might be lost sight 
of when the battle royal that was expected 
to begin almost at the fallof the gavel was 
once fairly under way. 

Asudden burst of sunlight helped dispel 
the intense Cullness of the 200 feet long sky- 
light, as wellas the blueness of the rapidly 
arriving Gelegates and spectators and ena- 
bled the more cheerful light coloring of the 
broad cellings in the wings and in the harmo- 
nious tinted seats and aislesto show toad- 
vantage, obstructed only by four large na- 
tional fags artistically draped on each side 
of the immense square auditorium. The 
old-gold pillars, each bearing a sheaf 
of golden grain, was scarcely distin- 
guishable against the maze of 12,000 chairs 
while the single floral decoration was a great 
vase of evergreens and white lillies on the 
platform, This and the noble looking canopy 
of golaen silk at the main entrance were the 
only features to distract attention from the 
instant and lasting impression of vastness, 
similarity and compactness that was the 
first idea which made Itself felt. 

Broad-shouldered, pushing Tom Reed of 
Maine was the first manof national fame to 
peep into the hall, but slipped out again be- 
fore being generally observed. Naturally 
enough, however, exactly coincident with 
Reed’s arrivaithe music began. If was only 
the orchestra potting themselves together 
out of sight above the golden canopy and 
preparing themselves forthe first thing on 
the programme, as the carpet-layers’ ham- 
mers seemed willing to givethe cornet a 
chance. 

This was at 11:35a. m., and the convention 
hall now presented a decidedly lively appeur- 
ance with animated groups eagerly discusing 
the outlook. White-waisted and coated,

On the floor, moving about the delegates 
was the strikingly gray-bearded figure o 
Blaine’s age. friend, Congressman Hitt 
of lllinols. Chairman Clarkson, trim and 
rd ol ap Ned seated modestly in a delegate’s 
chair on the platform, chatting with a friend 
and apparently in excelient spirits. 

The first applause of the convention was 
when, at ten minutes to noon, Gov. McKinley 
was seenenteringthe mainaisle and start- 
ing toward his place in the Ohio delegation. 
The way in which the spectators and 
delegates shouted and clapped for the 
Ohio Governor and shook hands seemed 

rophetic. The applause was renewed twice 

fore the McKinley ovation was brought to 
anend. Chauncey Depew, Senator Hiscock, 
Warner Miller and Platt, almost bunched, 
were the next arrivals to attract attention as 
they marched in with probably fifty other 
New Yorkers. The men from the Empire 
State were generously applauded. The big 
crowd of Gothamites were Installed in a point 
of vantage within six feet of the speaker’s 
stand. 

They were the center of attention at this 
moment—the time appointed for the conven- 
tion to meet—exactly noon.

At this time there 
were not a dozen delegates’ seats unfilled, but 
the galleries were very empty. 

At 12:39, the reading of the call was con- 
cluded and Chairman Clarkson arose and an- 
nounced that he was instructed by the com- 
mittee to present tothe Convention for its 
temporary chairman, Hon. J. Sloat Fassett 
of New York. There was a round of ap- 
plause at this announcement, led by the 
New Yorkers, and Mr. Fassett, unescorted, 
left his seat and started forthe platform. A 
path was cleared for him and a minute later 
Chairman Clarkson was presenting him to 
the Convention. He received the customary 
vocal welcome, the New York delegation ris- 
ing and waving their hats in hls honor. 

Mr. Fassett ‘looked self-possessed as he 
gazed about the vast hall. In his hand was 
a type-written manuscript to which he re- 


ferred occasionally as he spoke.

IN THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 


The Result of the First Test of Strength a 
Surprise. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 7.—The doors of 
the National Committee rooms, guarded by 
Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms Swords, were be- 
Sieged by an excited mobDall throughout last 
night. It was a picturesque gathering and it 
showed the profoundest interest and appre- 
clation of the significance of the National 
Committee’s action on the matters coming 
before it. Thousands of people here and 


throughout the country at large have be- 
lieved for days that as goes the Na- 
tional Committee in its selection of 
temporary presiding officers for the con- 
vention sO would g0 the convention 
in its choice of a nominee for the presidency 
on the Republican National ticket. If a pro- 
nounced Blaine supporter shoulda be chosen, 
it would be good proof that the Plumed 
Knight’s star was away inthe ascendant at 
that Dreatnhiess moment preceding the da wn 
of tne convention’s opening tay. Ifthe Har- 
rison candidate for temporary Chairman of 
the Republican National Convention should be 
the winner, it would meanthat the hat ofa 
deed grandfather towered higher in the na- 
tion’s view thanthe knightly plume which 

sob Ingersoll’s eloquence fastened forall 
time to come onthe browof Blaine. There- 
fore it was that last night’s meeting of the 
Kepubilican National Committee was regarded 
as the first shot to be fired In the great battle 
to come. 

J. Sloat Fassett of New York was elected to 
temporary chairman over Shelby McCullom 
of Illinots, at 11 o’clock, by a vote of the Re- 
publican National Committee of 28 to 21. The 
victory was for Blaine, and it was so received 
by the crowd outs side. It was very quietly 
announced from the committee room. The 
door was opened for just a moment, the gray 
head of a National Committeeman appeared, 
and was bent in whispered conference with a 
New York delegate. who stood almost on the 
threshold, then the sudden message was 
concluded and the door again noliselessly 
closed, but like a flash the whispered an- 
nouncement of Fassett’s election had swept 
through the crowd. It was deeply signif- 
cant, this news of the honor conferred upon 
one of the most radical of Biaine’s lieuten- 
ants,a man who bore upon his credentials 
the powerful and pivotal name of the State of 
New York. 

Within a very few moments more, the Na- 
tional Committee would take up for consid- 
eration the actionof the sub-committee on 
the delegation contest cases. Would they 
vote tosustainthat action, throwing out 
some eighty odd delegates’ votes that had 
been counted on for Harrison by the conven- 
tion and seating that many Blaine delegates 
instead. With thestrength of the twocon- 
testants for the Presidential nomination al- 
ready believed to be about equal,the National 
Committee’s action on those contested seats 
would probably throw the balance of power 
to one or the other. 

A BIG SURPRISE. 


While this question was still agitating the 
waiting crowd, there came another surprise. 
It was learned that Fassett’s election had 
been preceded by the filing with the Nation- 
al committee of a formal written request that 
he be elected, the paper bearing the signa- 
ture of Miller, Piatt, Hiscock and Depew, 
the New York ‘‘Big Four,’’ whose dictum 
four years ago at the Chicago convention se- 
cured the nomination of Benj. Harrison for 
the presidency. The intelligence of this re- 
sistless backing of Fassett’s cref&ted an ad- 
ditional wave of excitement. It might mean 
that the Blaine movement was then known 
to have gained such commanding power, 
that Hiscock and Depew were fleeing 
the wrath to come and at the 
eleventh hour ‘‘hedging’’ on what they saw 
to be the inevitable result of the convention. 
If their indorsement of Fassett for temporary 
chairman, a man of all others whom the Har- 
rison people have been claimingall week 
they would never allow to be invested with 
that dignity, meant the defection of Hiscock 
and Depew from their supposed uncom. 
promising support of President Harrison’s 
candidacy, Harrison’s defeat would follow. 
Every effort was made to destroy that im- 
pression. 

National Committeeman Powell Clayton of 
Arkansas explained it to a PoSsT-DISPATCH 
correspondent shortly after the result had 
been announced. He said thatthere was no 
significance whatever attached to the fact 
that Depew and Hiscock had indorsed Fas- 
sett for the temporary chairmanship. They 
were, he stated, Warmly attached to Fassett 
after his gallant fight forthe Governorship of 
New York last fall, and that they also thor- 
usin appreciated the honor of having a 
New York man selected fur the place. That 
was allthere was to it. But the fact re- 
mained that for the first time since the bitter 
fight between Blaine and Harrison began, 
the ‘*Big-Four’’ of New York had “wot 
together’’ andthe result was a victory for 
James G. Blaine in the prelimin skirmish, 
in aw pee and announced as the first meéas- 
erag ot strength that would occur between 
the sident and Mr. Blaine. 

An@ the further fact remained also that 
counting Depew and Hiscock as still in the 
Harrison ranks, the Blaine vote in the Na-

THE DARK HORSE. 


Plan of the Alger Men to Win in Any 
Event—Other Candidates. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 7.—The Alger: 
boom was started to-day in earnest. At 9 
o’clock this morning the Michigan forces, in- 
cluding the delegates, the Alger Club, Michi- 
gan Club, Young Men’s Republican Club and 
the unattached Michiganers who are attend- 
ing the convention turned out for a street 
parade and whooped it up witha band and 


other necessary accessories to a boom for 
**Russell A. Alger, Michigan’s noblest son.’’ 
Word was reoelt ed Sunday night that Gen. 

Alger had decided between the Vice-Presi- 
dency anda positionin Blaine’s Cabinet as 
Secretary of War. He wants the Vice-Presi- 
dency and asa preliminary measure he is be- 
ing boomed as a ‘‘dark horse’’ forthe noml- 
nation for President. Jndging the situation 
from a consensus of opinion gleaned from a 
dozen well-informed sources last night, the 
running of Gen. Alger as a presidential 
dark horse is a wise move. 

There are many opinions as to the situa- 
tion, but when summed up they resolve them- 
elves into three divisions—those who believe 
that theBlaine people have things all theirown 
way,and can nominate him at will with 
a large margin to spare; those who are 
of the opinion that Harrison is assured of a 
nomination and those who Delleve that 
neither Blaine nor Harrison can be noml- 
nated, but that a third man will be the choice 
of the convention. Alger’s friends therefore 
argue thatif Blaine is the nominee Alger is 
sure of second place, and if Blaine is not the 
man Alger still hasa fighting chance for the 
Vice-Presidency, while if both Blaine and 
Harrison are out of the way Alger hasas 
good achance for the presidential nomina- 
tion as any third man yet mentioned. 

In the parade ofthe Alger men they came 
in conflict with the McDonald-Blaine Club, 
from Fort Wayne, Ind., and asthe latter has 
a strong brass band of tw enty pieces, and the 
Alger men had no music, their demonstra- 
tions were somewhat interfered with with by 
the Fort Wayne people, also by other band 
clubs, The Alger men gave the right of line 
to a score of white uniformed Republi- 
cans from Detroit, and then came a 
procession of several hundred of old and 
young men, with Alger badges in tho 
General’s brigadg colors pinned on their 
coats and flagstaffs in their hands, from 
which floated large and well-executed por- 
traits of Michigan’s candidate. They 
marched up Hennepin avenue to the West 
Hotel andin the corridor formed a circle 
with their portraits and cheered their favor- 
iteson. They cheered Alger with a refrain 
running like this: 

‘*Michigan, Michigan, we are for Alger.’’ 

A resounding tiger wound it up. They 
marched through the corridors, followed by 
the Eau Claire Linen & Pearl Button Club 
witha band at its head. The latter wasa 
non-partisan organization and was simply 
forthe nominee. They made a neat appear- 
ance with American flags and linen dusters 
with large pearl buttons. They came thrice 
ata double trotand were quickly out of the 
place. The McDonald Club, several hundred 
strong, were marched through the streets at 
the same time and with loud cheers an- 
nounced themselves for Blaine. The Mc-

The Ohlo delegation held two hours’ meet- 
ing this morning behind closed doors.

Foraker persuaded the Ohio men that John 
Sherman was entitled to the vote of his State 
in the convention in the event of Blaine or 
Harrison’s failure to secure the nomination, 
atleast untilit was seen that Sherman was 
not likely to be taken up by enough other del.- 
egations to warrant Ohio continuing the fight 
in his behalf. 

Asaresult itisnow stated that the first 
change of vote made by Ohio will be for John 
Sherman. 

If no movement to Sherman follows and if 
other State delegations begin voting for Mc- 
Kinley, Ohio’s solid vote will go fullv for 
McKinley probably about the fourth ballot. 
This half-hearted sapport from his own State 
brought avout by Foraker’s opposition, tis 
being bitterly commented on by McKinley’s 
friends, both inand out of the Ohto delega- 
tion. They say that McKinley now is the 
choice of a big lot of other delegations, and 
thatif Ohio would come outfor him onthe 
second baliot, he would stand an excellent 
show for the nomination.

The President Admits That It May Bea 
Dark Horse. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 7.—Congress 
and the Government work have dropped 
nearly out of sight here. People are looking 
at Minneapolis and talking about what will 
be done there.

Courtesies Between German and Russian 
Rulers—Foreign News. 


KIEL, June 7,—At 9 o’clock this morning 
Emperor William boarded the imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern and started for Friedrichsport 
to meet the Czar. The vessel was manned 
andthe Russian colors were hoisted. An 
hour later the Hohenzollern returned in com- 
pany with the Russian imperial yacht Polar 
Star, on boardof which was the Czar.

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HOT WEATHER COMING. 


The Abnormal Rainfall to Be Followed by 
a Drought. 

Continuous warm weather and no raingare 
the conclusions drawn from the signal 
service map readings this morning, as 
the high and low barometer readings 


in various sections of the country show no 
change from those ofyesterday and nocon- 
ditions are apparent to change them. 

Glancing over the chart this morning Signal 
Service Officer Herndon said: 

‘*There have been showers in the upper 
Mississippi Valley, in the upper lake region 
and over the greater portion of Missouri and 
southern Illinois in the past twenty-fours. 
Fair weather and cloudless skys prevail in the 
region west of the Mississipp! and south of 
the Missouri. Cloudy weather and rain con- 
tinue in the upper ee Valley 
ee § but it will fol- 
lowe by clearing weather to-morrow, 
The temperature 


will remain high in St. 
Louis for the next two days,’’ 

Many are expressing fears of a drought and 
a dreadfully hot and unpleasant summer in 
St. Louisand vicinity, which appear to be 
we.l founded. Since Jan. 1. twenty-four 
inches of rain have fallenin this city and 
State, and of this enormous precipitation over 
fifteen inches fellin Aprilaud May. The rec- 
ord of rainfall for the past five months 
is as follows: January, 1.52 inches; February, 
4.89 inches; March, 1.92 inches; April, 7.60 
inches; May, 7.87 inches; total 
23.80 inches. The normal or 
auerage rainfall for the first five months of 
the year according to the record of twenty- 
five yearsis but 16.04 inches. The rainfall 
this year is therefore 7.76 inches above the 
normal or about 8inches more than nature 
usually allows forthe first five months. As 
nature has a way of evening up matters 
the chances are that the rain-making clouds 
will take a long rest oe the summer 
months. Rev. Irl Hicks, in his prognostica- 
tions, whieh have been quite accurate for 
this year, said some monthsago the rainfall 
for April and May would be abnormul and 
that a drought would follow in July and 
August. The signal service records seem to 
bear out the predictions ang declare that a 
season of heat is about to settle upon the 
Mississippi Valley and drive the people to the 
mountains and the seaside,

It is worth noting that the gains in Min- 
neapolis are all made by BLAINE. HAR- 
RISON has not yet secured a single convert.

The Young Mother’s Description of the 
Repulsive Crime—Johnson Admits His 
Intimacy With Eugenie, But Denies 
Killing the Child or Being Present 
When It Met Its Déath. 


Ben Johnson, the young negro whom Eu- 
genia Johnson implicated in the murder of 


‘her child yesterday, was arrested last even- 


ing and Is now locked up at the Four Courts. 
AS was stated in yesterday afternoon’s Post- 
DISPATCH, the child, alittle girl something 
over2 years old, was found dead yesterday 
morningin Mill Creek No, 2, just under the 
Ashland avenue bridge, and early in the 
afternoon the police learned that the little 
one had been killed and left there by its 
mother, a colored girl 17 years old, by the 
name of Eugenia Johnson, and living with 
her parents at 4230 Maffittavenue. When ar- 
rested Eugenia admitted that she had left the 
child under the bridge, but claimed that it 
had been killed by its father, Ben Johnson, 
and it was on this statement that Jobnson 
was arrested, He is rather heavy set, but 
short in stature, has a round head, full face, 
and there is an expression in hiseyes and 
countenance generally thatstamps him as 
an unscrupulous man of very little tntelll- 
gence. 

When seen by a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
this morning he denied all knowledge of the 
baby’s death and said that he had no con- 
versation with Bugenia Sunday night and 
that he was not with her at ali, 
but only passed her on the street. 
‘Il was at my aunt’s house hear 
the Fair Grounds on last Sunday 
evening,’’ said Johnson, ‘‘and when on my 
way home about half-past 8, I caught up 
with Eugenia and passed her. I said ‘good 
evening’ toher, and that wasall. I walked 
on ahead of herand didn’t even stop to talk 
toher. We were then on a street running 
north and south between Palm street and the 
Natural Bridge road, and soon after reaching 
the Natural Bridge road I passed three 
girls. Kugenia was about thirty feet 
behind me, and she turned around and 
went back with them, The girls were 
Liza Libsey, Lizzie Carter and another 
girl. That was the only time I saw Eugenia 
Sunday night. I walked on to Grand ave- 
nue, and then down Grand avenue to Broad- 
way. Iwentto a church down there, and 
after church went home,.’’ 

Johnson said he was 20 years old, and had 
never been arrested before. He didn’t 
know, he sald, whether he wasthe fathemof 
Eugenia’s child or not, as he had heard she 
kept company with two or three other 
fellows. He first met herabout a year ago, 
he said, ina church near the Fair Grounds. 
He admitted that he seduced her, but 
ciaimed that he had never promised 
to marry her, and. that he was 
not even very well acquainted with 
her, having met ber two or the times in his 
life. He could prove where he was up to 9:30 
o’clock Sunday night, he said. He was at the 
house of his aunt, Caroline Harris, who 
lived at the ‘*Flats’’ nearthe Fair Grounds. 

EUGENIA’S STORY. 

The girl said that she was 17 years old but 
would hardly pass for more than 16, and 
must have been a mere child in appearance 
when seducea by Johson three years ago. 
She isof very dark complexion, lke Ben, 
though not biack, and like Ben also, isofa 
very low order of intelligence. ‘‘It was 
about three years ago that Ben seduced me,’’ 
saidthe girl. ‘“‘it was at my home and 
he was going to marry me, he 
said, but he never did it, and 
after our baby was born, two years ago last 
winter, he deserted me altogether for an- 
other girland I met himonly now and then 
atchurchor on the street or when I went 
afterhim. He would not help support the 
baby and I wenttosee his mother about it. 
She told me to goto Ben and make him give 
me something but he wouldn’t do itt. He 
never gave me a nickel although he was 
making $10.80 a week. iLast Sunday after- 
noon Il was at the Chicago Flats 
visiting when my mother came 
from home with the baby and told me to take 
it to Ben, and make him support it. I was 
near Grand avenue when ma got off the cable 
car,and she gave me the Daby and went back 
home, saying that she expected company and 
must hurry back. Ilwasin my stockings and 
had left my shoes at the ‘‘flats,’’as my feet 
hurt me, and taking the Daby I went after my 
shves. When I got therethey wanted me to 
go and get some beer, and I started out for 
it, but seeing Ben Johnson at the saloon, I 
went back without the beerand told them I 
couldn’t any. It was 
I went for the beer that 
I saw Lizzie Carter and those giris. I didn’t 
want to meet Ben, because one of his cousins 
told me that he had a knife for me, but when 
Istarted home I saw Ben sitting on some 
sewer pipe in the street with some other 
young fellows. I passed them, and Ben ran 
after me and told the other fellows that he 
would soon be back. He walked west on 
Hebert street with me and was fussing all 
time becausel wouldn’t go to a dance 
in Lowell Saturday night. When we 
got to the lot which we always cut across, 
because it was nearer home that way, 
I told Ben to take the baby till l could get 
over the fence. 

CHOKED THE BABY. 

‘*He swore at the kid,as he called the baby, 
but took hey and while Il was climbing over 
the fence, lheard something as if he was 
hitting the little girl and she made a noise 
like a chicken when its head is being wrung. 
lasked him what he didtothe baby and he 
said that he hada’t done nothing to it, 
but I saw him choke it. That was 
afterward when he was still carrying 
it. I was walking on ahead and he 
was about twenty feet behind. I turned 
around and saw him choke the baby and then 
I ran back and took it away from him. 
Pretty soon he left me and the baby was then 
about dead. Itnever said anything at all 
after we climbed over the fence. After he 
left me I saw that the baby was dead or al- 
most and when I came tothe bridge, I went 
down under the bridge and laid the little girl 
on her back near the water, but I didn’t put 
her in the waterandif the policeman found 
her ey the water, she must have rolled off the 
bank.’’ 

‘*Why didn’t you take the baby home.’’ 

‘*Mother told me that I shouldn’t bring 
the baby home again, that if I did, the owner 
ofthe house wouldn’t let uslive there any 
more.’’ 

Eugenia seemed to be considerably affected 
in speaking of the child’s death, tears com- 
ing into her eyes, butit wasonly fora min- 
ute or two. She answered ail questions 
put to her without hesitation and. 
with apparent sincerity, but it 
was evident that she was keeping back some 
things and was trying to shield herself from 
the part she took in thecrime,. She Is re- 
portedto have admitted to others that she 
and Ben killed the child together, both being

TESTING ARMS. 


Various Patterns Undergoing a Close Soru- 
tiny. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 7.—The Board on 
Magazine Arms continues itstests of guns. 
On Saturday the Ford gun, invented by Mr. 
John Ford of Portneuf, Province of Quebec, 
Canada, and the new rifle lately adopted by 
the Government of Russia were the subjects 


of examination. The inventor, believing 
that the weapon in some minor feature could 
be improved, early withdrew the Ford rifle, 
and will re-submititin afew days. Of the 
Russian rifle but little could be learned from 
the board, but as the tests 
were continued all day it is presumed it 
passed them without injury. Reports from 
abroad state that the arm is a 80-caliber one, 
the same as proposed for our service. Its 
features, in the form of two distinct 
weapons, were invented by Capts. Nogent 
and Molssen of the Russian army, and then 
by order of the Czar combined to form the 
present rifle. Two and a half millions are 
now being manufactured in Russia and in 
France, of which a iarge number will be sup- 
plied the Russian army this year. 
The board examined a number of 
guns yesterday—those presented by : 
H. Durst of Wheatlands, Cal., Inventor Lar- 
son of Chicago, Gen. Kelton, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral U. S. A., and the Hampden rifle, the in- 
vention of Thomas B. Wilsonof this city. 
The giscovery that defective material had 
been used in the manufacture of the Hamp- 
den gun led toits withdrawal, while defects 
in the peg om submitted caused Mr. Durst 
to withdraw hisarm. Itis understood both 
these guns will be again submitted at later 
sessions of the board. Gen. Kelton’s gun was 
submitted to test, and also the Larson gun. 


THE CORN DODGER. 


It Is Gradually Finding Favor Among 
Europeans. 

CHICAGO, lll., June 7.—Mr. Charles J. Mur- 
phy, formerly of Omaha, who has Deen com- 
missioned by the Government to enlighten 
Europeans with regard to the advantages of 
American corn, writes from Berlin, giving 
some interesting details as tothe progress 
made. In Germany, he states, thirteen mills 
have been put in operation for grinding corn, 


and some of them have been working night 
and day and have been unable to fll their 
orders. Several other mills in various parts 
of Germany will soon be erected, the demand 
for corn is so great. In Dresden, where 
two corn mills are in operation, more 
than half the bakers are selling 
maize rye bread composed of one part maize 
and two parts rye in which the taste of the 
maize is not perceptible. Even the two mills 
in the latter city, one ofthem the Bineerts, 
the largest rye mill mM Germany, are baking 
and selling large quantities of this bread, 
and the old Government garrison bakery is 
turning out thousands of loaves daily. 

The Government is now putting in acorn 
milling plant in their large mill at Magde- 
burg, and the Government report on the 
value of corn as food will soon be published, 
which is the result of athorough investiga- 
tion and practical testing of bread making at 
the garrison bakery, which he is informed by 
the commission will be highly favorable,
